Great Britain are to be higher inprice next fall and printer than ever.
Allen furriers in London have ad- -
vanced the price of the furs they are
putting on the market 200 per cent,
sinco spring and many of these weredamaged skins.

In some of the London shops fur --
coats were displayed recently atI prices ranging from $200 to $250 which
a short timo ago could have beenbought for $50 or $75.

"We are quite at the mercv of the

$100, as, owing to the lack of proper
workmanship and the shortage of fursa coat is often made up of some pieces
that are faulty, though some parts oft may bo good.
